When Gov. George Wal- 
lace announced he would not be 
a candidate for public office 
for the first time in decades, 
many thought the upcoming el- 
ection would lack the ‘‘spark’’ 
associated with a Wallace 
campaign! Well, the spark is 
out, but not because of lack of 
interest. The spark was dous- 
ed when Wallace’s retirement

Lt, Gov. Jere Beasley 


is seeking the state’s top office 
after serving two success- 
ive terms as lieutenant gover- 
nor. Beasley has pledged to 
reorganize state government 
and improve education. 
Attorney General Bill Bax- 
ley has carriedhis‘‘ fiery spee« 
ches’’ to the campaign trail and 


is stressing his record for 
fighting corruption in the 
state, 


State Senator Sid McDonald 
of Arab is also seeking the Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorialnomina- 
tion and has promised to re- 
Shuffle the state’s finances in 
order to meet the needs of 
governemnt, 

Opelika businessman Fob 
James has switched parties in 
his quest for the governor’s 
office and is gaining strength 
daily.

history. Age has little to do 
with alcoholism, It can happen 
to a person at almost any age. 
A young man 18 years old 
realized that every time he 
drank he got drunk, He didn’t 
want to get drunk- he had lost 
control. He was alcoholic, 

Another misconception that 
many-people have is that some- 
one who drinks only beer can- 
not be an alcoholic, It makes 
absolutely no difference what 
kind of alcoholic beverage one 
drinks, if it has alcohol in it, 
he can become alcoholic, If 
a man drinks asix-pack ofbeer, 
he has consumed six ounces 
of alcohol. If he drinks half 
a pint of hard liquor he has 
consumed eight ounces of 
alcohol. Somehow the half pint 
of hard liquor sounds much 
worse, but there’s only two 
ounces difference in the amount 
of alcohol consumed, 

People also have the mis- 
taken idea that no one is al- 
coholic unless he has to have 
a drink in the morning. Again, 
it is ngt when one drinks, but 
whether he can control the am- 
ount he drinks, It’s true that 
a “morning drink’ is one of 
the symptoms of the chronic 


Stages of alcoholism, but this 
usually doesn’t happen for a 
number of years, One can be 
alcoholic without craving a 
drink in the morning.

Changes in the food stamp 
program mandated by the Con- 
gress last fall will not become 
effective until January of 1979 
at the very earliest, RonSmith, 
director of the Coffee County 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, said recently. 

Smith was referring to pro- 
visions of the Food Stamp Act 
of 1977, which mandated sig- 
nificant changes in the food 
stamp program nationwide, in- 
cluding elimination of the food 
stamp purchase requirement, 

‘*We have had many ques- 
tions from food stamp re- 
cipients and others as to when 
the new program will become 
effective,’ Smith said. ‘‘The 
effective date will be deter- 
mined, not by the states, but 
by the United States Depart. 
ment of Agriculture, which is 
not expected to issue final re- 
gulations before September. Af- 
ter those regulations come out, 
the states will have from four 
to six months to put the chan- 
ges into effect.’’ 

Smith explained that the 
food stamp program is opera- 
ted nationwide in accordance 
with regulations of the USDA, 


which provides most of the 
funding for the program, Re- 
cently, the federal agency is- 
sued proposed regulations for 
the program changes, but final 
regulations must come out be- 
fore the states will know the 
exact date for implementation. 

Smith also commented on 
the major difference between 
the program as it now 
operates and as it will op- 
erate after the new rules go 
into effect, He stressed, at 
the same time, that maay fa- 
cets of the new program are 
still unclear because much de- 
pends on how the final regula~ 
tions differ from the proposed 
regulations. 

Elimination of the purchase 
requirement, he said, is the ~ 
main change by far. Under 
current rules most food stamp 
participants pay a certain a- 
mount, in.cash, for stamps 
worth considerably more in 
food buying power than what was 
paid for them. A typical fa- 
mily of four, for instance, 
might pay $77 for $174 worth 
of stamps, thus receiving $97 
in free or bonus stamps. Af- 
ter the program changes £0 


_ Food Stamp Program Makes Changes 


into effect, that family will pay 
no money, but will simply re- 
ceive, free, the $97 worth of 
bonus stamps. The value of 
bonus stamps received by a 
particular family will continue 
to depend, as it does now, on 
household size and net income. 

“This family of four, of 
course, will need more than this 
$97 to buy food for the month,’’ 
the director added, ‘‘But, the 
difference is that, after thenew 
program goes into effect, the 
rest of what is needed will be 
made up in cash at the gro- 
cery store instead of cash at 
the food stamp office.’’ 

Elimination of the purchase 
requirement will be particu- 
larly helpful to the elderly and 
the very poor, Smith stated, 
because these groups often find 
it extremely difficult to come 
up with the necessary amount 
of cash each month to buy 
their stamps, 

In Coffee County, the food 
stamp program benefits about 
2500 people. During a recent 
month, these participants re- 
ceived a total of $85,088 in 
stamps, including $48,414 in free 
stamps.

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City Electric Rates To Increase 
By 15 Per Cent August 1 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board had a meeting 
scheduled for 3:30 Wednesday 
afternoon, after press time, to 
discuss an immediate increase 
in the local electric rates. 

Chairman Charles Hayes III 
said earlier Wednesday that he 
had been notified early Wednes~ 
day morning that the cost of 
electricity from Alabama Elec- 


tric Co-Op (AEC) would in- 
crease by 15% on the August 1 
billing. Hayes explained that 
this is an increase in the 
wholesale ‘‘pooling’’ rate with 
Alabama Power Company as 
approved by the Federal Power 
Commission in Washington. 
This 15% increase is an 
interim rate and could vary 
up or down two or three per- 


cent after the true pooling rate 
is established, 

Hayes said this increase 
would mean a minimum 
$15,000 increase in the cost of 
electricity purchased by the 
Board. He noted that some 
months now, expenses exceed 


income, but the rate increase 
was postponed until this new 


rate could be established, thus 
limiting the increases to on- 
ly one instead of several a 
year. 

While the action to be taken 
by the board was unknown as 
this article was being written, 
the economics of the situation 
leaves little question as to 
what will be the end results 
of the afternoon meeting. 


Local Political Scene Is 
Crowded With Hopefuls 


Local politics will be com- 
-peting with statewide politics 
on September 5 when the 
yoters are: asked to select 
Democratic and Republican 
nominees for various local, 
state and national offices. The 
figure varies due to overlapping 
districts within counties, but 
most voters will have approxi- 
mately 100 names staring them 
in the face on election day. 
This is after the unopposed 
candidates have, by law, been 
omitted from the primary bal- 
lots. About 25% of these are 
Coffee County candidates and 
the balance are multi-county 
or state-at-large candidates. 

Leading the field locally is 
the five men seeking the office 
of sheriff. Incumbent Neil 
Grantham is opposed by new- 
comer Bob Brown of Enter- 
prise, former deputy Don 
Rayford, and two candidates 
that opposed him four years 
ago ~ Bill Waldon of Elba, 


‘and Charlie Webb of Enter- 


prise. 


‘Tax Collector Max Reeves 
is not seeking re-election and 
three candidates are after his 
office, Milfred Head an- 
nounced several months ago 
he was a candidate, and Danny 
Watkins of Enterprise, and 
Ronnie Burns of New Brock- 
ton qualified during the last 
week before the deadline. The 
other candidates qualified but 
withdrew within a few days - 
Matt Matthews and Rex Bryan, 
both of Elba. 

W. T. ‘‘Mac’’ McKinney was 
appointed by Governor Wallace 
to fill an.unexpired term of 
Fred Donaldson, andis seek- 
ing election in his own right. 
He is opposed by Linda 
Henderson Drinkwater. Both 
candidates live in Enterprise. 


The race for coroner of the 
Elba division drew two candi- 
dates with incumbent Marvin 
Mellwain being opposed by 
Hiram Glass. In the Enter- 
prise division incumbent Danny 
Bradley is opposed by a medi- 
cal doctor, James F. Paulk. 
It is highly unusual for mem- 
bers of the medical profession 
to enter this race, especially 
in Alabama where no laws call 
for trained medical people to 
hold this office. The pay is 
almost nothing, with gas mile- 
age to death scenes being one 
of the larger expenses of the 
office. 


Place four on the county 


school board has opened up 
another race with long-time 
incumbent W. R, Fuller being 
challenged by Ted Fillingim 
of Jack. This is the first time 
Fuller has ever had opposition 
for the office, 


Incumbent Jimmy Holley is 
unopposed for re-election to 
the Alabama House of Repre- 
sentatives, while former Sen- 
ator Wallace Miller of Enter- 
prise has two opponents’ in his 
quest to. serve a full four-year 
term jin the Alabama Senate. 


Nathan Mathis, chairman of 
the Houston County Commis- 
sion, and Nick Zorn of Florala, 
have both qualified for the

Senate seat also, 


Coffee County residents liv~ 
ing in the northern part of 
the county will choose from 
entirely different candidates in 
their selection of House and 
Senate officeholders.

The Coffee County Comini+ 
ssion met in regular session 
on Friday, July 14, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Couaty Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins ask that the commission 
Set-up a priority system for 
work to be done in each dis- 
trict, 

“The law that set-up the 
Unit System stated the court 
must set-up a priority sys- 
tem for new wark as well as 
for the wup-kdep-‘of the 
roads,’’ said Mullins. ‘‘I would 
like each commissioner to 
set-up a priority system for 
maintenance in their district. 
If the commissioners will set 
priorities in each district those 
- jobs will be done first, unless 
an emergency occurs that re- 
quires immediate attention,’’ 

“We want to do what you 
want done,’’ pledged Mullins. 

The commission discussed 
Mullins’ proposal and agreed 
to begin work on establishing 
a priority system in each dis- 
trict. 

The meeting, postponed from 
July 10, actually began at 10:00 
a.m. with all commissioners 
present. Present was Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer, Clerk 
Brunease Winston, Engineer 
Leslie Mullins and Commi- 
ssioners Rex Boutwell, Gil- 
mer Grant, Jack Hornsby, Don 
Smith, Bennie Beckham and Max 
J, Reeves. 

The. day’s first order of 
business was to open bids on 
gasoline and oil to be used 
by the Highway Dept., Sheriffs 
Dept., and Landfill, Bids were 
received from the Chevron Oil 
Company and the Gulf Oil Co. 
mpany. After County Engineer 
Mullins inspected the bids, the 
Commission voted unanimously 
to accept the low bid from 
Gulf Oil, 

The commission also open- 
ed bids on an ervsion. control 
project on the Week’s Bridge 
Road. Bids were receivedfrom 
Couch Inc. = $57,700 and B.F. 
Williams = $34,547. The com- 
mission voted to reject both 
bids and authorized the engin- 
eer to correct the problem 
using rental equipment and 
county labor, 

Mr. Kenneth Ball, County 
Health Officer, addressed the 
commission, and stated an en- 
vironmental officer would begin 
patrolling the county and pick- 
ing up garbage along roads, 
If the litter contains the names 
of the violators, a warrant will 
be issued for their arrest. 
Ball also reported that the 
State Fire Marshall has ruled 
that the back door at the 
Health Office must be locked 
so it can be opened from in- 
side and outside. 

The commission voted to 
send out invitations to bid 
to the county’s two newspaper 
for publishing the voting list 
and supplemental voting list. 
The bids will be opened at the 
next regular meeting. The 
lists will be published on Aug. 
10 and Aug. 24. 

Probate Judge James L, 
Sawyer read a series of let- 
ters to the commission. The 
letters state: 

***Money is available to employ 
additional Senior Aid Workers; 
*the condition of several 
roads in the County were al- 
most impassable to postal car- 
riers, The letter, from the Elba 
Postmaster, stated that 3 roads 
were in extremely bad shape. 
They are (1) Johnson Road from 
U.S. 84 at McCall Store to 
S.L. Plant home, (2) James E. 
Twilley residence road be- 
low junction off Hwy. 141 and 
County Road 7, and (3) Manola 
Askew Road, behind Danford 
Grocery, at the Damascus Fire 
Tower. Thepostmaster’s letter 
stated the roads need work 
so the mail can be delivered. 
***A letter from the Alabama 
Energy Planning Board asked 
counties toimplement an Energy 
Savings Plan, Money is avail- 
able to implement the plan 
(50-50 Matching). 

*** A letter was also received 
asking that the’ flowing well at 


th Elba Courthouse 
paired, 

Mr. Edward L, Gulliuns, the 
head jailer at the County Jail, 
spoke to the commission and 
asked if it could do something 
abc aut the jailer’s pay. 

“Our pay just hasn't kept up 
with the rising costs,’’ stated 
Gullion, ‘We work 48- hours 
a week, but only get paid $475 
per month before deductions are 
made,’’ 

Gullion stated jailers at sur- 
rounding counties earn $109-159 
per month more than jailers in 
Coffee County, and asked for 
help. The commission told 
Gullion it would take his re- 
quest under consideration,

Judge Sawyer reported 
ESMAC estimated it would cost 
$1260 to put on a new roof 
at the Sheriff's office in Enter- 
prise, and following Sawyer’s 
report the ‘‘roof fell in with 
other request!’’ Comm. Bout- 
well reported the roof at the 
Courthouse-annex at Elba leaks 
and needs replacing, while 
Clerk Brunease Winston stated 
the ceiling at the Veteran’s 
Office is falling down. Comm. 
Jack Hornsby added that 3 air- 
conditioners at the Enterprise 
Courthouse drip water on steps. 

The commison decided to get 
2 estimates on all the jobs 


and to check the prices at the 
next meeting.

"A flume is needed to stop 
water from washing away a road 
hear Comin. Reeves’ home; 
***reported Mi. Fred Johnson 
complained that water is wash- 
ing away his property. 

Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston told the commission: 
***Mr, Ed Tucker’s contract 
to maintain the air-conditioner 
and heaters at the Farm Cen- 
ter had expired (Tucker was 
rehired at $1600 a year); 
***a bill for $8913 from 
James H, Moore and $6564 
from Roland Roberts had been 
received. The bills were for 
mapping and tax appraisal work, 
The commisson approved paying 
the bills. 
***Mr. Winston added that 
$26,157.14 had been received 
from state for Road Sign 
Project recently completed. 
The money was put in General 
Fund, instead of Highway De- 
partment, 

In other action at Friday's
